Many students regard the essay as 
a long, heavy, formal work. This 
idea is absolutely Incorrect. The 
very essence of this type of literary 
composition is its delightful Infor- 
mality. One should have no difficulty 


jist has at hig command an almost in- 
numerahle amount of them. Jona- 
than Swift, for instance, wrote about 
a broonstick and Thomas Huxley 
about a piece of chalk. The author 
must, of course, know something of 
the topic on which he writes but it 
is his personal view or opinion of the 
matter rather than the subject itself 
which interests his readers. The es- 
say then is personal as well ag in- 
formal. 

The tdeal way to compose an essay 
is not to write it hut to rewrite it. 
Ry this is meant that one should 
take notes on the topic and then, dis- 
carding all superfluous notations, re- 
write the rest to form a single piece 
of work which should also be revised 
and retouched. It is best to rewrite 
the notes at one sitting, so to speak, 
since one’s mood and opinion of the 
matter change from time to time. 

The length of an essay depends 
mainly upon the subject treated but 
one should always remember that 
quality is superior to quantity. Gen- 
erally speaking, the length of a high 
school student’s essay should be from 
300 to 1500 words. 

Any student can, with a reasonable 
amount of work, write a good essay 


and he should keep in mind that celve their rewards.
